Flight to Test Rapidity. 

Mr. Wright arrived at the testing grounds 
at 4 o'clock. He had been in conference with 
Lieut. Sweet, the representative of the navy 
at the aeronautical trials, in connection with | 
the plans of the naval branch of the service 
for adopting aeroplanes. 

Weather conditions were ideal and Mr. 
Wright lost no time in having the machine | 
placed on the starting track. Before making | 
the first flight he said: 
“T want to make a flight of about ten | 
minutes in order to see how my present speed | 
compares with what I made at Kitty Hawk, | 
N. CC. I have a time and distance apparatus 
attached to the aeroplane, but as it registers 
only ten kilometers without repeating I have 
to make a short flight in order te determine 
the speed at which the machine travels.

Starting at 4:41, the aeroplane made nine 
rounds of the drill grounds, ard then, landing | 
within a few feet of the thousand or more 
spectators, Mr. Wright computed the, speed 
of his record breaking flights.

Sends Thanks by Official. 
After admiring the magnificent scenery 
Emperor William sent for the French district 
police commissary and anndounced to him 
that on account of the lateness of the bour 
he had been obliged to give up the idea of 
crossing the frontier to Schiluch Passe. 
He asked the official to convey his thanks to 
the French government for the arrange- 
ments he said he understood had been made 
im his behalf. Afterwards the emperor de- 
parted. He was accompanied by his sons, 
Prince August ‘William and Prince Oscar. 


Promises Peace for Alsatians. 

Emperor Willlam made a vigorous speech 
during a reception tendered him by the city, 
in which he assured the Alsatians they could 
develop thelr ¢ountry peacefully. 
“ Peace will be maintained,"' said the em- 
peror, “‘and Alsace will be able to prosper 
further than it has yet done. Under the pro- 
tection of the imperial German eagle and my 
flag, its development wil! continue and be 
eompleted, and; God willing, never will be

Alfred Dreyfus during the cere- 
monies at the Pantheon in connection with 
ibe canonization of Emile Zola last year. 
regorl fired two revolver shots at Drey- 
furs, one ball taking effect in his wrist. 

The presiding Judge continued today to rule 
out all attempts to reopen: the old Drey- 
fus issue, and witness after Witness Was sup- 
pressed. These included M, Berteaux, for- 
mer minister of war. and Col. Du Paty de 
(lam. Henri Rochefort took the stand for 
the defense. 

Col. Du Paty de Clam’s statement that 
men now in power were in league to prevent 
the d?&@losure of the truth of the Dreyfus 
affair was interrupted by the judge. Gre, 
gori wanted M. Rochefort to disclose the 
deposition made before the Court of Cassa- 
tion, but the.judge refused to put the ques- 
tion. 

M. Gregori, 
said: 

‘Tl appear before you because at my own 
risk and peril: I made a persona! protest 
against the impudence of the Dreyfusards in 
glorifying the author of the “‘ Debacle” at 
the Pantheon and against the humiliation 
inflicted upon the army by being obliged to 
defile before the man who twice has been 
cenvicted by a court martial. 

“The nomination of Gen. Picquart to be 
minister of war was’a most violent blow 
to the morals of the army; re Lagion of 
Honor was dishonored by thé nomination of 
Dreyfus, and the ceremony at the Pantheon 
came a8 a ¢rowning infamy. I acted in a 
sort of legitimate self-defense.”’

Protestant Alliance Fears Danger. 


The Protestant alliance telegraphed an ap- 
peal to the home secretary to prevent the 
carrying of the host and the wearing of vest- 
ments on this occasion.

“The Protestant feeling in London and the 
provinces, as you doubtless are aware, has 
increased enormously since Tuesday and the 
country is now looking to you to prevent the 
taw Of the land being broken.

If rlot and disorder 
should result the responsibility will rest with 
the home office, which has had ample warn- 
ing of the state of feeling in London.”’ 


Reception for Papal Legate. 
Yesterday’s proceedings of the congress 
wound up with a reception last night in 
honor of Cardinal Vannutelli, the papal 
legate. in Albert hall. The arrangements 
seém to have been faulty. There were dan- 
gerous crushes at the entrances and exits. 
Some of the persons in the crowd fainted, 
There were loud protests against the con- 
ditions Much of the crushing within the 
corridors of the hall arose from the insist- 
ence of numerous women in kissing the hands 
of'every archbishop and bishop who hap- 
pened along.

‘This’ congress has brought together 
churchmen from all parts of the world, both 
of the Roman and the Latin rites.

THEATER FULL 10 BURSTING 


Panic Narrowly Averted Because 
of Crush in the Virginia.

AMATEUR NIGHT CAUSES IT, 


Authorities ‘to Make Inguiry Today 
and Try to Stop Practice. 


A panic was narrowly averted in the Vir- 

ginia theater, Halsted and West Madison 
Streets, last night, as a result of the over- 
crowcirng of the playhouse, and it is expect- 
64 that measures will be taken today by the 
¢ity authorities because of the repeated vio- 
lations. An investigation will be ordered 
this morning, it was promised, that will re- 
dult in permanently checking the overflow of 
the house on Fridays—* amateur night.” 
‘ Because of the crowded condition of the 
place a month ago, Fire Inspector John C. 
McDonnell was ordered to the house. At 
that time he asserted that a report would 
be made to Chief Horan and Fire Attorney 
Hogan. Just what action was taken is not 
known, but a warning was issued to the 
Managers of the playhouse. 

The trouble last night started during the 
intermission, wifen scores of those who had 
geen the first performance were vainly strug- 
gling to gain the open air. Crowds of per- 
gons who had paid their admission were just 
as persistent in trying to gain entrance, and 
fn the lobby the disorder reached its height, 


‘It was not until policemen from the Des- 


Plaines street station were ordered to the 
theater that order was restored. 
Conditions Bad as Ever. 

Acoording to Fire Inepector McDonnell, 
who was called to the theater last night, the 
conditions prevailing were practically as bad 
as when he wes hurried there a month ago. 
At that time windows in the front lobby 
were shattered by the excited and angry 
erowde of people who demanded the return 
éf their money. Fireman Miller wae sta- 
tioned at the playhouse at that time, but it 
was only when he was uneble to cope with 
the situation that he summoned his superior 
officer. 

‘The fact that it is ‘amateur night’ does 
pot go,” said Fire Inspector McDonnell. 
“The Virginia theater has been in trouble 
before, and it is time that something ta done 
to put a stop to the regular Friday night 
@vercrowding. I shall make a report this 
morning to Fire Chief Horan and will tell 
just how I found things. Conditions were 
pretty bad, and I believe that something 
bucht to be done.”’ 

Aisles Crowded with People, 


Patrone of the theater say the aisles were 
bo crowded that persons coulé with difficulty 
edge their way to the door. Even the boxes, 
ft is said, were filled to overflowing and the 
lobby was a mass of struggling humanity. 
«There would be an investigation should 
anything occur,” said one of the spectators 
who tried for minutes to make hie way 
through the crow4 in the theater. The time 
to act is now, It is hardly fair to wait until 


gomething happens.”

Phi Sixma Members, Backed 
by Parents, Rescind Action 
Annulling Chapter. 


400 SUSPENSIONS LIKELY. 


Two Boys Removed from Lake 
View High for Refusing to 
Withdraw from Society. 


Open warfare was declared yesterday be- 
tween the city schoo! officials and the high 
school fraternities and sororities on which 


- the board of education has placed its ban. 


At the Lake View High school two boys 
were suspended by Principal Benjamin F. 
Buck for refusal to withdraw from the fra- 
ternity to which they belong. They were 
told that reinstatement in the school could 
be obtained only through application to Pres- 
ident Schneider of the school boam. Who 
the boys were, and why they were singled 
out from the large number who have ex- 
pressed defiance to the board's rule neither 
Principal Buck nor Supt. Cooley would eay. 

At each of the city high schools the board’s 
ultimatum was served on the boys and girls 
who have not signed the anti-fraternity 
pledge. As the pupils entered the classrooms 
in the morning they were handed a card an- 
nouncing that if the pledges are not returned 
Monday morning with the signatures of both 
parent and pupil suspension for one month 
will become effecfive automatically in each 
case. 

Only public withdrawal from the secret so- 
cleties and a special! appeal to the board of 
education, the pupils were told, will obtain 
reinstatement. 


Many Suspensions Likely. 


Tt seems probable that several hundred 
pupils will be suspended on Monday. They 
showed no signs of weakening and continued 
making their plans for the “ defiance meet- 
ing ** to be held at 9:30 this morning at Co- 
hall. This probably will 
be held behind closed doors. One member 
of each fraternity and sorority in the high 
echools will be admitted as a delegate. 

The most significant move of open defiance 
on the part of the “ frats”’ came at noon 
when the supreme council of the Phi Sigma 
fraternity decided to rescind its action of the 
day before in which the Hyde Park chapter 
had been declared out of existertice. 

The complete surrender of the fraternity’s 
central body aroused a vigorous protest on 
the part of the Hyde Park boys and their 
Parents, and a petition signed by the parents 
as well as the pupils was hurriedly sent to 
the supreme council. 


Lake View Situation Acute. 


That the situation at Lake View is acute is 
shown by the fact that two boys have been 
suspended three days before the time set by 
President Schneider. The rest, if they per- 
sist in their refusa! to sign, will-go on Mon- 
day. . | 

At the Wendell Phillips High schoo! Prin- 
cipal Spencer R. Smith, one of the most bit- 
ter .opponenta of high school fraternities, 
is waiting grimly to see what will happen on 
Monday. 

The situation at the Englewood High 
schoolis peculiar. Here the twelve sororities 
and the one fraternity have announ¢ed -to 
Principal Armstrong that their secret feat- 
ures have been abolished, and that admis- 
sion to membership in the organizations is 
made by a majority vote. 

“I don't know whether this will, satisfy 
President Schneider or not,”"’ said Mr. Arm- 
strong. “ The admission by a majority vote 
does not do away entirely with ‘ exclusive- 
nese,’ and it may be that there will have to 
¥ some changes. Twelve girls have refused 

atly to sign the pledges; and these, if they 
persist, will be suspended on Monday.” 


To Decide This Morning. 


Just how far the fraternities will carry 
their fight will be decided at the conference 
this morning. According to present plans, 
arrangements will be made to obtain either a 
court injunction preventing the board from 
enforcing its rule until a test case is decided, 
or a writ of mandamus restoring those who 
are suspended. It is possible that the in- 
junction will be applied for today to forestall 
the wholesale suspensions promised for Mon- 
day. 

‘‘ We will be glad to have the matter taken 
into the courts if they want to take the Mmi- 
tiative,’’ said President Schneider. “A Mrs. 
Richardson called me up on the ‘phone this 
afternoon, and said that her daughter had 
been told she would be suspended om Monday 
unless she withdrew from her sorerity. She 
informed me.that her daughter would do 
nothing of the kind. I told her that the rule 
of the board must be complied with. and that 
if she wished to appeal to the courts'that was 
her privilege.’ 

Sororities Condemned. 


High school and secondary school sorori- 
tiles were condemned and resolutions refusing 
admission to young women members of such 
high school?organizations were adopted at 
the summer session of the Intersorority con- 
ference which began at the Stratford hotel 
yesterday.

Quotes Dawes’ Youthful Views. 
And speaking of finance, another great re- 
publican financier seems to have put him- 
seif on record as favoring the guaranty. of 
bank. deposits. Two or three days ago J 
‘quoted a favorable speegh by Lyman J. Gage, 
formerly secretary of the treasury under a 
republican president.

THE COMMODITIES CLAUSE. 

The Supreme court of the United States 
may not concur with Circuit Court Judges 
Gray and Dallas in their finding that 
the commodities clause of the ‘Hepburn 
law is unconstitutional. Yet it is a fair 
presumption, based on the extensive 
knowledge of legal and constitutional 
principles credited to the two judges, 
that the Supreme court will concur with 
them rather than with their dissenting 
colleague. If so, the hope of breaking 
up the anthracite coal trust through the 
separation of the coal roads from their 
mining- properties will have to be aban- 
doned. 

It may be that the legislation enacted 
to put an end to something which had 
stood unchallenged for half a century 
and was sanctioned in some instances by 
state law is in violation of the letter and 
spirit of the constitution. It may be 
that the power granted to congress to 
reguinte intéretate commerce is not 80 
unconfined and far reaching as to support 
thé commodities clause or some other 
remedial legislation that has been pro- 
posed. Yet the principle of that clause 
is sound. There ought not to be a com- 
bination, on an extensive scale at least, 
of the incongruous functions of common 
carrier and producer and shipper. The 
evils of that combination brought to 
hght by the interstate commerce com- 
mission prompted the enactment of the 
commodities clause. 

It ‘was proved that some West. Virginia 


ers of coal properties had as common ¢ar- 
riers discriminated against the product of 
independent mine owners to promote the 
sale of their own product. They always 
ad cars for their own coal, but often 
did not have cars for the ¢oal of com- 
The temptation to take an un- 
fair advantage of rivals was too strong 
to be resisted. 


Judge Gray in his decision leaves open | 


the question whether the Hepbura law is 
valid ds regards eoal properties acquired 
by the carriers subsequent to its enact- 
ment. There is a great difference be- 
tween laying down a rule of action for 
the future and compelling the ‘roads to 


dispose of properties they have held fos | 


years. Irrespective of federal legislation, 
it is in the power of the state when char- 
tering new railroads to require them to 
confine themselves to their ‘egitimate 
functions. 

As regards the old roads which would 
be affected by the commodities clause if 
held valid, it will devolve on the inter- 
state commerce commission to see that 
they do not yield to the témptation to 
which they are exposed. They must be 
made to abstain as common ¢arriete from 
direct or indirect discrimination im favor 
of their own product. 


THE TUNNELS AND THE SUBWAY. 

While the present: congestion on the 
bridges makes it highly desirable that the 
tunnels should be put into edmmission ‘at 
the earliest proper mqment, it ig to ‘be 
hoped the city authorities will withhold 
action until the subway plan is worked 
out in the particular details which must 
bear upon tunnel reconstruction. 

It is true that these tunnels are sorely 
needed, and that they are, like the new 
tracks, a part of rehabilitation which 
ought not to await the e¢ompletion or 
even the beginning of subway construc- 
tion. Rehabilitation, as Tae Trisunz 


| recently has said, should proceed as fast 


as practicable. with due respeet to our 
‘whole plan. 

Yet these tunnels will be an important 
part of the subway. Their location, 
their size, their gradient, an® other im- 
portant considerations must be dealt with 


in respect to the whole subway plan. | 


For example, all that remains of the La. 
Salle street tunnel is its approaches, It 
is, possible, though not probable, that the 
subway plan may require @ tunnel at 
another street. On the west side, near 
the Washington street tunnel, are the 
new Northwestern depot and the hoped 
for Pennsylvania site. This and) other 
conditions may be found to call for a 


longer approach than the tunnel now 


has. Gradients may be sharper or easier 
than now, and other engineering questions 
will be readily seen to depend upon the 
settlement of the main features, at least 
of the miain subway design. 


The need of the public for. better access | , 
to the loop district, urgent as it is, must. 


give way temporarily to the adjustment 
of these details. But the adjustment 
should be made as speedily as possible 
“consistently with wise decision.

QUIT? “NO.” SAYS BOLDENWECK 
AS HE LAUGHS AT THE RUMOR. 


George W. Fitzgerald Says  Employe of 
Subtreasury Who Is Being Watched 
Is Responsible for $173,000 Theft. 


A report that was circulated in the vicinity 
of the federal building yesterday to the effect 
that Assistant United States Treasurer Will- 
iam Boldenweck was to resign was stoutly 
denied by Mr. Boldenweck himself. It was 
known that government officials had been 
much annoyed by Mr. Boldenweck’s action 
in securing the arrest by a “tin star’’ de- 
tective agency of George W. Fitzgerald on 
the charge of theft of the famous $173,000, 
so the report that the subtreasurer’s resig- 
nation had been requested fourid many be- 
lhevers. 

The story, which evoked flat denials, car- 
ried with it a statement to the effect that 
two friends of Mr. Boldenweck were leaving 
for Oyster Bay to see President Roosevelt 
and if possible prevent the alleged resigna- 
tion. 

Mr. Boldenweck laughed at the story while 
he denied it. 

Another sensation in connection with the 
robber} was made out of a statement by 
Fitzgerald, who asserted that the real cul- 
prit is a subtreasury employé and is being 
watched. Capt. Thomas I. Porter of the 
United States secret service said that he 
knows nothing new in connection with the 
case and expressed the opinion that it is 
quiescent for the present. 

Fitagerald did his talking in the office of 
his attorney, and as on a previous occasion 
blame¢e F. C. Russell, subtreasury cashier, 
with being the cause of most of his troubles.

Ferrier is offered a peerage by the 
premier to get him out of the way. The 
ingratitude of Oliver and the premier kills 
the great man- Diana, hearing of Olive?’s 
plight, comes to nurse him. His\ mother, 
unable to refuse, lets her do so. The sur- 
geon brings a new medicine, which obviates 
drugs, and the story ends with the lovers in 
each other’s arms. 

The publishers may therefore advertise 
this story as one with the much demanded 
“happy ending.”” The heroine marries the 
cad, the man who put personal, political 
ambition above his love and: party success 
above real patriotism. There are no mar- 
riage belis in the book, but they will ring 
sooner or later, and Diana we can imagine 
entering upon the duties of secretary to her 
husband, subordinating her inherited po- 
litical opinions to his shifting prejudices, 
and mingling with the selfish crew whieh 
makes up his family and’associates. It is 
true he had learned a terrible lesson, but jit 
was terribly needed, and there cannot but 
be some doubt that he will ever succeed, 
either politically or as a real husband. : 

The book is written with all of Mrs. Ward's 
charm of style, force of characterization, 
and thorough knowledge of the people and 
matters with which she is dealing. Dianais 
a beautifully drawn and potsed picture and 
will be remembered as one of the. author's 
most delightful heroines.
